Development ot players and coaches commences at club level. It js far too easy to dismiss the important role 
dubs play in developing players, coaches and the contribution clubs play in society. Elite Football exists because 
of the contribution made by all clubs and associations. This should not be forgotten nor ignored. Football Feder- 
ation SA is committed to pratecting the interests of dubs and player pathways. Implementation of the National 
Curriculum is important to the success of Football throughout the country. 


South Australian Football punches above its weight given the population of the eastern states. Just shy of 25% 
of players at the Australian Institute of Sport since 2011 have been South Australian Boys. 9 boys from the FFSA 
run NTC program have signed A-League Contracts in the last 2 years while Erma Checker represented the 
Matildas and Alex Chidiac and Jessica Waterhouse represented South Australia in the U17 National Team with 
Waterhouse being named Captain. The South Australian U13 Girls came second and the Under 15 girls won the 
nationals. Elite pathway programs in South Austalid ate highly regarded al the national level and the Individuals 
FFSA has appointed to lead the pathway programs are of the highest quality. 


The introduction of the National Premier Leagues has raised standards on and off the field. The 2013 season 
was a success and provides a solid platform to build a more successful 2014 season. 30 Clubs gained national 
club accreditation in 2013 while 63 coaches gained their C-Licence and 21 gained their B-Licence accreditation. 


Community Football Programs were once again a success in 2013 with in excess of 36,000 children visited in 
primary schools. Football opens many doors and pleasingly FFSA is seen as a go to option for many government 
departments including Correctional Services. the Immigration Department. the Office for Recreation and Sport 
and Local Government. 


Facility Development is a vital function of the FFSA and in 2014 FFSA will continue to focus on the upgrade of 
local venues. Clubs contribute a lot to the community and need to be supported. Venues have not kept up with 
demand nor are they adequate to cater for future growth. The development of strategic new football venues 
will also assist the football community by taking some pressure off existing facilities. The quality of venues needs 
to be addressed and we will call on all political parties to continue to support Football. 


FFSA welcomes two new Life Members in Tony Faruggia and Tony Henshaw. Both have made longstanding 
contributions to football and the football community over a number of years and were assessed by the Life 
Membership Committee as worthy of recipients of Life Membership. 


Football Federation SA continues tc build its reputation as a strong sporting organisation in the State. Support- 
ing club development on and off the field is an important function and a genuine focus. 


I would like to acknowledge the hard work and dedication of my fellow members on the Board of Directors who 
volunteer their time in support of our game, and the hard work and dedication of Club and Association man- 
agement committees, the members of the Disciplinary Tribunals, and the numerous volunteers who continue to 
contribute to Football. | also acknowledge the dedication of the management and staff of the organisation. 


On behalf of the Board of Directors and Management | wish the best of success to all participants in 2014. 
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It gives me pleasure to begin my report by acknowledging the number of dedicated club and association 
volunteers who contribute to che success of Football in South Australia. Management and operations of 
clubs and associations is a complex task and the challenge for Football Federation SA (FFSA) is to expand our 
operations to increase the level of support we can offer as the state body for the sport in South Australia. 


Expansion of Football Federation SA operations continues and this can be attributed to a strong Board 

of Directors, extremely dedicated staff and the formation of partnerships with Federal, State and Local 
Governments/Statutory Bodies/Departments. The funding support received from the Office for Recreation and 
Sport is fundamental to the operations of the FFSA. | would like to thank the Minster for Recreation and Sport 
Leon Bignell, the Executive Director from the Office for Recreation and Sport Paul Anderson and his team for 
their continued support of Football in South Australia. 


Funding received from Federal ($1 million) and State Government ($3million plus) has and will result in facility 
developments at Adelaide Sheres, Parks Community Centre, Kilburn Primary School, the former Taperoo Primary 
School site and the Cove Sports and Social Club to name a few. Capital projects mentioned will all either open 
or commence in 2014 and this all goes well for the continued expansion of participation in Football. 


COMPETITIONS 


The inaugural year of the National Premier League in 2013 was highly successful, although, as anticipated, the 
State League competition found the additional number of games challenging. The Regional Round concept 
was launched in Whyalla with Raiders and Adelaide Blue Eagles playing the first National Premier League game 
for points outside of metropolitan Adelaide. Campbelltown City capped off a fairytale season in their Sth 
anniversary year, winning a tightly contested final against Adelaide Blue Eagles at Coopers Stadium in front of a 
good crowd. As a result of that victory Campbelltown City represented South Australia in the National Premier 
League Finals series in Hobart, unfortunately being ultimately defeated by Tasmanian champions South Hobart. 


2014 will see ¢ Lue Natiunal Premier League competition wilh the inclusion of Western Austdlia, Norther New 
South Wales and Victoria. The South Australia National Premier League will welcome promoted teams West 
Adelaide (State League Champions 2013) and South Adelaide, both will add great value to the competition, 
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In 2014 the Football Federation Australia (FFA) Cup competition will kick 
off with the winner of the Coca-Cola Federation Cup qualifying as South 
Ausualia’s represeritative in lhe FFA Cup Round of 32 commencing in fale 
July, and a chance at national glory. 


Women’s Football continues to offer competition at elite and social divisions. 
Participation remains strong, however the appointment of a Female 
Participation Officer (funded through the Office for Recreation & Sport) will 
provide a resource to ensure that partiapation at entry level age groups 
increases. 


Congratulations to the Adelaide City Women’s Football Club for taking out 
the Women’s Premier League title for the 4th time in 5 seasons. 


The Westfield W-League is critically important to the profile of Women's 
Football and having a successful team on the park is a priority for the FFSA. 
Football Federation SA continues to manage and operate the Westfield 
W-League Team - the Lady Reds despite the very disappointing withdrawal 
of Adelaide United's funding commitment 2 years into a 5 year agreement. 
Appointing Ross Aloisi as head coach of the Lady Reds along with the 
recruitment of some quality players has seen a turnaround in performance of 
the team. Pleasingly crowd attendances at home games have been strong. 


‘The Junior Premier and State League competitions offer a strong competition 
for an expanding group of players. Small Sided Football continues to be 

the success story on many fronts including participation growth. Numbers 
playing Under 6 to Under 11 increased by 16% in 2013 and further growth 
is expected in the years ahead, 


Financially Football Federation SA recorded a net surplus of $1,106,697 

for the 2012/13 Financial Year, The inflated result is due to the grants 
received ($1,181,265) for the Adelaide Shores Football Centre development. 
By removing the grants received Football Federation SA recorded a net 
operating deficit of $/4,568 for the 2U12/13 Financial Year. |he deficit can 
be attributed to a provision for doubtful debts being raised for $65,762 and 
cabling valued at $8,051 being written off due to the relocation from South 
Road offices to Coopers Stadium. 


‘The Balance Sheet has been positively affected as a result of grants received 
for the Adelaide Shores Football Centre. Members Equity has risen from 
$749,564 in 2011/12 Financial Year to $1,888,115 for this Financial Year. The 
Adelaide Shores development will be depreciated equally over the next 20 
years. 


The Parks Football Centre Development will be treated in a similar fashion, 
therefore resulting in a significant increase in Members Equity at the 
completion on the 2013/14 Financial Year. 
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Game Development 

Coach education continues to be a major focus of the FFA and in turn the 
FFSA. Clear delineation between elite and community coaching courses will 
ensure that courses are tailored to specific target audiences. 


Football Federation SA managed and coordinated its first B-License Coaching 
course for 24 candidates, while a further 52 coaches participated in, and 
passed a C-License Course. 


slite pathway programs performed well in 2013. Pleasingly our technical 
programs for boys and girls are highly regarded by Football Federation 
Australia and this is credit to our strong team lead by Technical Director — 
Airton Andrioli, NTC Boys Head Coach ~ Carl Veart, NTC Girls Interim Head 
Coach - Geoff Hargreaves and Skill Acquisition Trainer — Richie Alagich. FFSA 
will continue to implement National Pathway Programs and strive to provide 
she best environment for children to be identified and developed by the best 
available coaches at quality FFSA developed venues. 

Community Football covers a very broad area and performs a vital function 
Zor the sport as it continues to establish itself as a sport of choice for young 
South Australians. This area often goes unnoticed, however needs to be 
recognised as providing opportunities in the following areas;

Facility Development & Planning 


The coming season is set to be an exciting year for South Australian Football. 
The FFSA will open the Adelaide Shores Football Centre which will boast the 
first FIFA 2 star rated artificial pitch in South Australia, The venue has huge 
potential to host events of significance, particularly with the venue being so 
close to the airport and accommodation at Adelaide Shores. 


Planning for the Parks Football Centre is well underway and construction will 
begin in the first half of 2014. The venue will be modeled on the Adelaide 
Shores Football Centre project and will boast the second artificial pitch in 

the state along with a second fully it natural grass pitch, and player and 
spectator amenities. FFSA managed venues (Burton, Adelaide Shores and 

the Parks Football Centres) will provide much needed facilities able to cater 
for postponed fixtures due to overuse and extreme weather conditions while 
offering opportunities to all clubs and associations for match day and training 
use. 


In the 2013 report | made reference to the Football Facilities Strategic Plan 
developed by the FFSA to address the issues of the quality of venues and 
the shortage of suitable venues for Football in the State. FFSA has now 
developed a Football Facilities Development Plan that looks at specific sites 
and venues. The plan has been presented to the state and local government. 
The evidence based plan provides for the development of new venues on 
greenfield sites, substantial upgrades to strategically located venues and 
general facility upgrades to venues throughout metropolitan and regional 
South Australia. In partnership with State and Local Government and Clubs 
FFSA will continue to roll the plan out. 


Strategic Plan 


Many clubs, associations, players, referees, coaches and spectators partici- 
pated in a 360 Degree Review Survey of Football Federation SA in 2013. The 
results of the survey have been recorded and will form the basis for a new 
Strategic Plan for the sport in South Australia. The plan will be developed 
throughout the first half of 2014 and will provide strong future direction for 
Football in South Australia.

Senior Men's

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OVERVIEW 

In 2013 Football Federation Austral a (FFA) implemented the National Premier League (NPL) following an 
extensive review of all Semi Professional Men’s Competitions across Australia. The introduction of the NPL 
provided Member Federations with a consistent branding of competitions throughout Australia. 


South Australia, New South Wales, Queensland and Tasmania competed in the inaugural season of the NPL, 
culminating in a NPL Final Series pleyed at the end of each of the state based competitions. 2014 will bring 
about a truly national competition with Western Australia, Northern NSW and Victoria entering the NPL, as 
clubs contest to win their state based competition and strive to become recognised as the Club Champion of 
Australia. 


National Premier League & NPL State League Competitions 


The thirty Senior Men’s Club in South Australia were allocated in to two divisions with fourteen teams to 
‘compete in the National Premier League (NPL) with sixteen teams then allocated in the State League. The 2013 
season also saw the implementation of a Player Points System in the NPL and changes in the underpinning 
competitions, with the Under 19 Competition being replaced with an Under 18 Competition. 


In the National Premier League 26 rounds of home and away fixtures were played and at the conclusion of the 
home and away season, MetroStars claimed the minor premiership finishing 13 points clear of their nearest rival 
Adelaide Blue Eagles. The runaway minor premiers headed into the final series as a clear favourite 


With the changes to the league structures, the NPL final series was also revamped from a final five series toa 
final six series. The format of the finals six series is outlined below.

Coca-Cola continued its association with the Federation Cup, as the naming 
partner for this knockout competition, The competitions commenced in 
early February and culminated in the Grand Final at Coopers Stadium on 10 
August between Adelaide City and White City. In a hotly contested final, the 
two teams were unable to be separated following full-time and extra time, 
with the scores locked at 1-1, The Coca-Cola Federation Cup winners were 
decided by penalties, with Adelaide City eventually prevailing five goals to 
four.

NPL National Finals Series 


‘As National Premier League Champions, Campbelltown City won the right 
to represent South Australia in the inaugural National Premier League Finals 
Series. With not all Member Federations represented in the NPL in 2013, 
South Australia had a bye in the first round of competition and progressed 
into the semi-finals against Tasmanian side South Hobart, The game was 
played on 6 October in Hobart and unfortunately for Campbelltown City, 
South Hobart proved too strong, defeating Campbelltown three goals to 
one. 


South Hobart went on to play NSW Premier League side Sydney United in 
the Grand Final which was played in Hobart on 13 October, Sydney United 
went on to defeat South Hobart two goals to nil. The launch of the National 
Premier League Finals Series provided a unique opportunity for a South 
Australian club to compete on a national stage. 


Association and Interstate Club Challenge 


In 2012 the Football Federation SA and Football West introduced the 
Interstate Association Challenge. The inaugural event saw the winning team 
from the Devine Super League, Adelaide Airport Women’s Premier League 
and Amateur Association compete against their Football West counterparts in 
Perth. In 2013 the event was held in Adelaide, with changes being required 
due to the inception of National Premier League Final Series. 


In the lead up to the Interstate Association Challenge, Football Federation SA 
‘once again conducted the Association Club Challenge. This event was held 
cover the October long weekend at Burton Park and involved the champions 
of each of the affiliated associations from the Broken Hill, Collegiate League, 
Riverland and Western Borders. The winner of this tournament would 
represent Football Federation SA at the Interstate Association Challenge. 


Following a round robin format of games, St Joseph's representing Broken 
Hill and International representing Western Borders, progressed into the 
Grand Final. For a second year in succession, International were crowned 
Association Club Challenge Champions defeating St Joseph's five goals to 
one. 


The Interstate Club Challenge honours were shared between Football West 
and Football Federation SA. In the women’s competition, Northern Redbacks 
defeated Adelaide City on penalties, while International improved on the 
previous years performance, defeating North Perth by five goals to three to 
take the honours in the Amateur Competition. 


Due to the commitments of Campbelltown City in the National Premier

Game was rescheduled to be played in early 2014. This game will see 
Campbelltown City play Football West Champions Bayswater SC at the 
opening of Adelaide Shores Football!

Girls & Women’s 


Season 2013 was a successtul season across all areas of the Girls and Women's competitions. Adelaide City 
Women's FC claimed the 2013 Women's Premier League title giving the club their fourth league trophy in five 
years after narrowly edging out long time rivals MUWFC by goal difference. The Women’s Premier and Reserve 
leagues were competitive and solid throughout the year with eight teams competing in each league. 


The FFSA Under 14/15 team continued their involvement in the Women's Premier League and the success of 
their development in this league was evident as the South Australian side dominated the Under 15 age group in 
the Westfield National Youth Championships. The squad was recognised as the ‘Team of the Championships’, 
with Alexandra Chidiac awarded Player of the Championships. 


The Under 13's team, with a group consisting of young players for the age group, performed remarkably well 
and finished second in their group. The squad showed tremendous technical ability which caught the attention 
of many. Westfield Matildas coach Hesterine De Ruis was at the Championships and expressed her admiration 
for both South Australian teams and the manner in which the teams performed on and off the field, 2013 
also saw the selection of both Alexandra Chidiac and Jessica Waterhouse into the Under 17 Westfield Matilda's 
squad.

In 2U13 a joint Small Sided Games structure was implemented including 
teams from the Under 9 and Under 11 age group in an aim to foster and develop these age groups. As part of 
Football Federation SA's commitment to boost these age groups, the Lady Birds program has been developed to 
encourage participation at this age level in schools and within the local communities. 


The knockout cup competition continues to raise much debate with the structure posing some challenges for 
the sport. With the number of competitions offered by the Football Federation SA developing a structure that 
delivers the right mix of challenges and benefits is still being worked through 


In 2013 the Football Federation SA conducted three junior cup competitions, Under 13, 15 and 17 and two. 
open age cup competitions, Community Cup and Adelaide Airport Cup. All cup finals were held at Coopers 
Stadium, with the event well supported across the day.

‘Season 2013 continued to see an increase in player participation particularly at the community level of the game. 


With the introduction of the National Premier League, clubs were required to fulfil a criteria relating to the num- 
ber of junior teams that they field. This requirement provided more players and teams with the opportunity to 
participate in the Junior Premier League, with some clubs doubling the number of teams in the competition. 


This growth is exciting and positive for the sport and needs to be maintained, however it does not come without 
its challenges. The continual challenge of gaining access to suitable facilities and upgrading of infrastructure, the 
recruitment and retention of volunteers and demands of parents to receive a quality of service for their fees, are 
areas that clubs are contending with to ensure that participants can continue to enjoy the sport. The Football 
Federation SA is assisting clubs to address these challenges through initiatives such as the Club Conference, 
National Club Accreditation Program and the Facilities Strategic Plan. 


The Junior State League experienced a 4% increase in team participation from 2012 to 2013 with Small Sided 
Games participation increasing by more than 16%, with 258 teams taking part in the 2013 program. The 
weather continued to have an impact on competitions with a large number of matches being postponed and/or 
re-scheduled due to heavy rair and pitch conditions.

Football Federation SA again hosted the South Australian Manchester United Premier Cup Qualifying Tourna- 
ment held at Burton Park over the March long weekend. Extreme hot weather forced the re-scheduling of the 
tournament with matches being played over a two week period. Most matches were re-scheduled to be played 
mid-week. Twenty-two teams participated in the tournament. The Final was played between West Adelaide 
and Western Strikers, with West Adelaide claiming the tournament and progressing to the Pacific Finals held in 
sydney.

Ihe Schoo! Sport Australia Football Championships, featuring elite footballers attending secondary schools 
throughout Australia, hosted by ACT School Sport, was held from Saturday August 3 to Friday August 9 2013 at 
the Australian Institute of Sport, Bruce, ACT. 


Teams competing during the week consisted of ACT, New South Wales, Queensland, South Australia, Victoria 
and Western Australia. 

Matches were held on 3 top quality fields with excellent playing surfaces. Conditions throughout the week were 
good, though the weather was always either extremely warm or cold. 

Formal trials for both girls and boys teams commenced early in the year and continued every week until the 
final squads were finally selected in early June. Trial games against competitive teams were then added to the 
equation. Selection was generally based on individuals that excelled as great team players, having considerable 
skill and possessing positive character and commitment. 

The SA squad members were provided with ample opportunities to compete and express themselves against the 
very best secondary school players throughout Australia. As is our normal practice, the squad members were

2013 proved once again to be a successful year for the South Australia Junior Soccer Association (S.A.J.S.A). 


We created some first off achievements by holding the Country Championships at Barmera on eight pitches, an 
appearance by Port Augusta, fielding two teams and a return to the championships by Port Lincoln since 2009 


Both these Association's, whilst not successful, thoroughly enjoyed the experience and are looking forward to 
attending future events. 


Whilst the State Championships held in June were slightly down on numbers due to some Country Association's 
suffering economic problems, it was pleasing to receive a nomination from Sunraysia to participate as well as in 
the Country event. 


Despite the low numbers for the State, the Country event attracted record numbers which created a very full 
two days of games. Fortunately three of the age groups attracted 8 plus teams, which allowed us to break 
them into two groups with finals, otherwise we would have had to source 2 more pitches to fit in all the games 
required.

The SAJSA Executive sincerely apologises to Western Border for this mistake and steps have been taken to 
ensure that the Western Border players receive their medals and trophy earned. 


During the year much development has taken place, mainly by John Mundy and his staff in regional areas. Apart 
from the services given to our existing regional members who went a long way to Port Augusta and Port Lincoln 
entering the championships, much work has been done on the Yorke Peninsula. All indications are that in 2014 

a new Association named Yorke Peninsular Soccer Association, will be holding competitions and possibly fielding 
teams in SAJSA events.

2013 was significant in that new horizons were reached, taking our small-sided garnes to the masses, with nine 
consecutive nights of display in the main arena of the Royal Adelaide Show, another highlight was a SA Country 
girls squad playing in an international tournament in Fijl. 


This progress would not have been possible if it wasn't for the Office of Recreation and Sport, who have sup- 
ported new FFSA roles in Regional engagement and also Female Participation. 


NEWS FROM FFA 

The National Curriculum has also been revamped and will provide a great working document for our Coach's. 
Han Berger National Technical Dlrector who put together this comprehensive publication, brought the book to 
life when presenting theory and practical demonstrations during our State Coaching Conference in November. 
FFA hosted a two day workshop under the banner of ‘Community Football collaboration and future strategic 
alignment’ and the concept had a lot of merit, bringing the Member Federations and A-League Clubs together 
to plan and collaborate their engagement with the Community. 

Community engagement was touted as the Clubs 2nd biggest asset. All member Federations were present and 
the A-League were represented by officials from Brisbane Roar, Central Coast Mariners, Newcastle Jets, Sydney 
FC, Western Sydney Wanderers, Melbourne Heart, Melbourne Victory, Perth Glory and the much travelled 
Wellington Phoenix. 


COACH EDUCATION 


FFSA clubs have been very proactive and supportive in assisting to further develop and educate their coaches, 
which will in turn help improve the football experience for their players. 

There was a significant interest in the philosophy of ‘development over results’ and the building of relationships 
between coaches of different clubs was extremely positive. 


The Junior and Youth Licenses are no longer, with the new Community Courses being brought into line with the 
Building Blocks, see diagram below.

GIRLS AND WOMEN 
Regional 


A regional gir'’s only program has been designed to develop players in regional areas and access player path- 
ways. This is a year long program which includes coaching, coach education, referee education and the chance 
for regional players to participate in an international tournament representing their state. From this program 
several girls have also been identified to come out and train with the U15 State Girls Team. This year saw 27 
girls from across South Australian Regional areas take part in the program, 18 of which went on to represent 
the State at the International Tournament held in Fiji. The Invitational Fiji tournament is about developing players 
for the Fijian National Teams in preparation for their World Cup qualification through the Oceania region for 
both male and fernale, Other Australian teams also took part, including NSW (Country) and VIC (Country). The 
tournament kicked off in very hot and humid conditions in which the SA team struggled against a strong NSW 
team. SA coach Susan Bassett said "the girls found it difficult to cope with the conditions and didn't play to 
their full potential” The next day saw the SA Girls take on the Fijian National team and after a training session 
that reinforced how the beautiful game should be played, the performance improved. 


NEWWORLD. 
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The improvernent continued as the week went on and a 3-0 win over the 
Fijian National team whom they had previously been beaten by 5-0, con- 
firmed the amount of progress achieved. Their final match against NSW was 
closely fought and could have gone either way, NSW winning 2-0 to become 
the Tournaments Champions. The players were selected from all over South 
Australia, Whyalla, Mount Gambier, Riverland, Adelaide Hills and Broken Hill 
and have done their areas and the state proud, confirming that the Football 
Federation SA are dose to entering a country side at the National Champi- 
onships. This also sends a clear message to all potential players in geographi- 
cally isolated areas of our state that if you are good enough, we will find you 
and the world stage could be beckoning. 


Ladybirds 


The Ladybirds program is designed for girls between the ages of 5-9. The 
program has a very feminine theme to attract players of the younger ages. 
The program runs for 10 weeks and is designed to give girls the opportunities 
to explore football, make friends and have lots of fun. Ladybirds ‘Come and 
Try’ days give the players opportunities to have a little taste of the program 
before they commit, and this has seen up to 26 players registered for the first 
come and try day. From this it is hoped that players will develop a love for 
football and will go on to play for many years to come. 


Schools 


Girl's only soccer programs were conducted in High Schools across the State 
including Mary Mackillop, Roma Mitchell and Sacred Heart, 2014 will see the 
start of a Year 9 Specialist soccer dass at Mary Mackillop. Primary Schools 
also got involved which included, St Peters, Annesley and Seaview. Junior 
Coaches from local clubs were also invited out to encourage players to get 
involved with club football in that area. 


Club visits 


Visits to junior female soccer clubs looking to develop all ages, especially 
Under 9 and Under 11 with the aim of developing and growing an Under 9s 
girl’s only league. Regional association visits including, Riverland and Western 
Boarder (SEWFA) for development of both senior and junior girl's teams and 
coach education for new coaches. Coaching sessions with Adelaide Hills 
female representative squads and Grassroots Coaching Courses for new 
coaches including development work with Bridgwater Junior Soccer Club 
looking to increase female participation in that area (come and try days). 


MULTICULTURAL 

‘Community programs were run specifically to identify players who could 
then be linked to local clubs. One of those programs (Football North) was 
run at Burton Football Centre in partnership with Salisbury Council, Office for 
Recreation and Sport, and Salisbury United Football Club. The peak number 
of participants was approximately 80 players, and 18 players were linked 

to Salisbury United, mostly in their Small Sided Games program. Kilburn 
Multicultural Futsal Program was a youth program for players aged 5 to 16 
years old. It was run at Kilburn Community Centre in partnership with Port 
Adelaide Enfield Council, and in lolal this program had around 60 partici- 
pants, with three players being linked to local clubs Enfield City and Croydon 
Kings through direct contact with the clubs and their coaches. 


FFSA worked with New Arrival communities and organised a variety of tour- 
naments. One of the more prominent ones was the African Cup of Nations, 
which was conducted in conjunction with the African Communities Council 
of South Australia. This competition had 10 teams and assisted in getting 
African New Arrivals to recognise the role and purpose of the FFSA and how 
the organisation can benefit the local communities as well as to help provide 
pathways into local soccer clubs. 


Multicultural Education 


‘The Two Halves Literacy and Numeracy School Programs were originally 
designed to run as stand alone programs at local schools. The purpose of the 
program is to educate New Arrival students about aspects of the game such 
as respect for laws ot the game and otticials, players and coaches, provide 
coaching and refereeing education, knowledge of the local game, and litera- 
gy and numeracy which was themed around the game. 


Midway through the year a more strategic approach was taken, with schools 
targeted that were close to clubs that wanted multicultural players in their 
teams. This formed a direct pathway into local community programs run in 
conjunction with clubs, leading to a higher level of successful integration. 
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Regular Soccer programs were also run at a variety of Primary and High 
Schools that had a high number of New Arrival students, while the classes at 
Heathfield were for young children from the Inverbrackie Alternative Place of 
Detention. 


Indigenous 


The St. Francis House Reunion was held at Port Adelaide Football club. It was 
a privilege to be in attendance and present a Certificate of Recognition on 
behalf of the FFSA to five of the stolen generation or a family representative, 
(the late Charlie Perkins wife) that were historically stolen and relocated in 
Adelaide, and have served our game so well. John Moriarty, the first indige- 
nous player to be picked for Australia whom | have great admiration for was 
also one of the recipients.

Indigenous Coaching Clinics were also held. Kaurna Plains High School at 
Elizabeth was a highlight with 60 participants involved in a gala day. 


Inclusive football 


2013 saw the continuation of the Inclusive Football Program ran by newly 
appointed coach Susan Bassett. The program consists of weekly sessions for 
both junior and senior squads. This year the senior Paralympic team headed 
off to Coffs Harbour for the National Championships. The team had a tough 
start facing strong opposition from NSW in the opening match. However 
once the team got over the first match the results started coming with two 
wins over Victoria and a draw against Western Australia seeing the tear take 
home Bronze. On return and still on a high from the Nationals the team took 
part in the Phoenix Cup, a yearly inclusive tournament. The Paralympic team 
didn’t lose a game and went on to win the tournament and take home the 
gold medal. 


The junior development squad for ages 4-14 is conducted on a weekly basis 
and has seen an increase in the number of players as a result of several 
‘Come and Tiy’ days held across South Australia. The players also took part in 
the Phoenix Cup and thoroughly enjoyed the day. 


REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT UPDATE 

The Yorke Peninsular has formed ar Association and have organised Football 
in their region. After a visit there in February, it became evident of the 
interest there from players and volunteers and a committee was formed. We 
continued to visit and support the region throughout the year and delivered 
linics and a coaching course to assist in this exciting new addition to our 
regional ranks. 


Mount Gambier hosted a three day workshop with South East Women’s 


Football Association (SEWFA), the women's arm of Western Border. Coaching 
clinics, Coach Education and Referee Education were all on the agenda. 


A variety of programs were also run in Port Augusta, Adelaide Hills, Port Lin- 
cain, Yorke Peninsula, Gladstone, Jamestown, Port Pirie, Riverland, Whyalla, 
Mount Gambier and Broken Hill.

Primary school students were given the opportunity to improve their skills 
and overall football knowledge through the 2013 Community Football 
Program. The young boys and girls were excited to participate in the skills 
based program provided by our experienced coaching staff in a fun and safe 
environment. 


FFA Schools 5 - a - Side 


Schools from far and wide have been given the opportunity to participate in 
the Football Federation Australia funded Schools 5-a-Side Program in 2013. 
This free program is run in a gala day format where students participate in 5 
v5 round robin games, giving them an opportunity to experience football in 
a fun and relaxed environment 


Ihe Schools b-a-Side concept is an extremely simple but effective one that 
has been replicated across Australia, introducing and promoting the small 
sided philosophy to teachers and students alike. In 2013 the program was 
taken regionally, giving students in areas such as Barmera, Bordertown, Bro- 
ken Hill, Gladstone, Millicent, Moonta and Mount Gambier the opportunity 
to experience our game. 


High Schools 


As part of the High Schools program, FESA sends out coaches to aid schools 
which incorporate specific programs as part of their curriculum, Students are 
educated on a variety of components associated with the game of football, 
including coaching and officiating as well as the physical and technical as- 
pects of the game. Several High Schools took part in this program. 


School Holiday Camp 


The 2013 FFSA School Holiday Camp was held over four days at Westminster 
School during the October Holidays. Almost 50 children attended the camp, 
where players participated in daily training sessions and were educated in 
Fitness in Sport, Warm Up/Recovery/Injury Management, Sports Nutrition, 
Drugs in Sport and the RESPECT Program. The camp aims to provide players 
with the tools required to become an elite footballer.

Foot- 
ball, unlike any other sport in the world, is played in every nation on earth and is the one common thread that has been able 
to overcome politics and break down barriers and bring people of nations together. 
Football Federation SA (FFSA) recognises that football is an important and powerful tool in assisting people from Culturally 
and Linguistically Diverse (CALD) backgrounds to adapt to the many challenges of coming to a new country 
Migrants to Australia may face a range of barriers induding isolation, language, emotional trauma and adapting to the 
culture and values of Australia, To participate in football there is no need to speak the samme language or be of the same na- 
tionality, due to its popularity of the sport, everyone can relate and understand the game and have a passion for it, Football 
is a unifying positive activity that builds a sense of pride, of community, of belonging.

All teams in each group 
played each other once, with the winner of each group and the runner up from the group of four progressing through to 
the semi-finals. The winners from the semi-finals progressed into the Grand Final 
The final was cantester! hetween South Sudan and Ruriindi Fagles, with South Suan winning the 2013 African Nations: 
Cup. The team, made up of members of the South Sudanese community, went through the tournament unbeaten, even- 
tually defeating Group 8 winners Burundi 2-1 to claim the African Nations Cup trophy. In the 3rd and 4th Play-off match, 
Sudan defeated Sierra Leone 6-1 to daim third place.
